Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants requested clarification on several issues of record. 
Initially Examiner noted that the rejection over claim 37 would be withdrawn in light of Applciants support in the present 
specification. With regard to the art rejections, it was noted that the specification defined the alimentary tract broadly 
and that the art was applied because of this breadth. Applicants noted that the method was not practiced in the entire 
breadth only in the gatrointestial portion. Examiner said he would review the metes and bounds of Applicants 
definition. Further, it was noted that the claims encompassed transplanting any progeny of a stem cell, and it could 
that could read on a tissue because a tissue could be engineered from such a cell. Proposed amendments deleting 
this embodiment were discussed. Finally, the enablement rejection was discussed. Applicants noted that claims 
parralled the working examples and did not require any form of treatment to be affected. Examiner noted the claim 
language and indicated that the breadth was interpreted in light of the teaching in the specification. Additionally it was 
noted that only reason supported by the specification for performing the methods as claimed was for treatment, and the 
specification did not provide or teach any other utility for providing the cells. It was agreed that the Examiner would 
review the data presented in the declaration and upon disucssion with his supervisor would provide claim language 
supported by the specification that could be found allowable. 
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
